1 Buncaym, Bonahum (Ordnance Survey Letters), Bonnahan (1633 Visitation, 
for which see Dwyer, History of Killaloe Diocese, p. 167), Bonacum (The Civil 
Survey, I and II (Tipperary), ed. R. C. Simington), a rectory and vicarage now 
in the union of Lorrha ; it is shown united to Dorrha since the 1633 Visitation 
but was previously separate. Taxed at 20s. in the Ecclesiastical Taxation of 
1302-7 (see a print, with notes in article ‘ The diocese of Killaloe in the 13th 
Century,’ in Journal Thomond Archaeological Society, 1939). Per Visitation of 
1615 (see Archivium Hibernicum, III. 221) impropriate to the prior of Lorrha 
(o.s.a.) and value £3. The only contemporary entry in the Calend. Papal Letters 
is a mandate of 1405 to assign to David Odubeyn, its rector, the archdeaconry 
of Clonfert, while retaining Bonahum, it being recited that while coming to the 
Roman court he was plundered and severely wounded by robbers. 

Omulcorna, als Omulcorcra (see No. 7, infra), als (?) Corcoran—a well-known 

family of Ely Ua Cearbhaill. 


2 The priory of St. John the Baptist, now called Tyone, about one and a 
half miles south of Nenagh, in Ormond. Founded for the Canons of St. 
Augustine circa 1200 by Theobald Walter le Boitellier, nephew of St. Thomas 
à Becket. For a full account, see my paper in Journ. RSAI, December 1938. 
The priory, originally confined to Norman canons, fell into Irish hands at the 
end of the XIV century, and so the priors mentioned in these annats are of 
local stock. 

Omeagra, als O'Meara or O'Mara, als Ua Mheadhra, a quo Tuaim Ui 
Mheadhra in Upper Ormond: this was one of the leading families in Upper 
Ormond and gave a succession of priors to Nenagh and Toomevara (see my 
‘Ormond Freeholders’ in Journ. RSAI, 1936, and The Last Lords of Ormond),

A great many rectories in Ormond and Ely were impropriate to this house, 
which was the most important religious institution in the Ormond portion of 
Killaloe in the middle ages. The parish of Cloghprior in Lower Ormond is 
named from this foundation, it being part of the original charter lands. At 
. the Dissolution, all the property of the priory went to Oliver Grace, whoso 
family subsequently lost it in the Cromwellian confiscations. The priory is 
described in Cal. Papal Letters, xii. 103 as conventual, dependent on the house 
of St. John Dublin of the same order, and worth 30 marks annually. Elsewhere, 
however, it is described as independent (e.g. lbid. VII. 182 (1421)). 


3 Oconnyllyd, [modern O'Gonnelloe (Ordn. Surv.), a parish in Co. Clare between 
Killaloe and Scarriff], a/s Aglish Sinchell (Thomas J. Westropp, ‘ The Churches 
of County Clare, in Proc. RIA, VI. 100 ff (October 1900)), als Aglissonill 
(TCD, MS.F.2.14). Not named in the 1302 Taxation. The church was entirely 
destroyed before 1839. 

Ardacha, apparently the modern Faha, but not otherwise named as a 
parish. Fragments of church wall remain. 

Lelynne, apparently Killana, now a graveyard in the modern parish of 
Tuamgraney, with blocks of cut stone traditionally belonging to a church 
(Westropp, loc. cit.). 

Fyetall, als Fichell, als Feakle (Ordn. Surv.), a modern parish in Co. Clare. . 

Kyllwarayn, als Kylluarayn (Cal. Papal Letters, IX. 384), als- Kelldubiran 
(1302 Taxation), als Ciliubrain (Macnamara‘s Rental, in Trans. RIA, XV) 
is the modern Killuran, and not Kilbarron in Feakle parish which is not other- 
wise named as a parish. Owing, no doubt, to the comparatively large revenue, 
these parishes figure largely in the Cal. Papal Letters. At Vol. VIII. 4 (1428) 
there is a mandate declaring that the mandate of collation to the above John 
Ocormacayn shall hold good although the rectory was improperly described 
therein. The proper description is asserted to be ‘ the rectory in lay fee of the 
parish church of Fyecall and in lay fee Kyllwarayn alias Oconnyllyd, Ardacha 
and Lelynne.’ John Ocormacayn (MacCormack) is recited to be a priest, and 
its voidance to be due to the death of Patrick Omulchay (O'Mulloy) or to the 
non promotionem of William Ocormacayn (cf. Cal. Papal Letters, VI. 122, 128:

4 Drumglydi and Kyllmalby are Drumcliffe and Kilmayley, now separate 
parishes, of which the former is better known as Ennis ; for which see Westropp, 
in Journ. RSAI, (1894) p. 332. 

Deycormac (resolve : de Ycormac) is Ui Cormaic (A FMast., etc.). Westropp 
(Proc. RIA, VI. 120) is hardly right in saying that ‘in church topography it 
‘included also Ui Fermaic'; in these annats they are separate (Vide Hogan, 
in Proc. RIA, (August 1939, p. 231)). 

The curious Aodh (Odo) * Omygyr ’ still survives in the area in the modern 
form of ' Meere. There was a succession of them in these parishes in the 15th 
century (cf. Cal. Papal Letters, V. 101; VI. 478-9; VII. 350; VIII. 161, 473, 
525 ; IX. 265, 275, 331, 372, 549; X. 326, 442, 444, 447, 632, 635; XI. 72, 303, 
345, 420, 339; XII. 16, 167, 202, 290, 471, 671). 


5 Modreeny (Ordn. Surv.), a parish in Lower Ormond, now in the union 
of Cloughjordan; Magh Dreimhne in Mac Firbis‘s pedigrees of Muscraige 
Thire. Although in Ormond, the parish was in O'Carroll's ‘countrie.’ In 
this church took place the marriage of Grania O'Carroll to the earl of Clanrickard 
in 1566 (vide, Cal. Pat. Rolls, Ive., Eliz., p. 504), one of the witnesses being the 
Brehon MacAodhgain who lived in the parish. The church was dedicated in 
medieval times to St. Ciaran, and had granted to it a plenary indulgence from 
Pope Paul V on the feast of its patron (9 September), (vide, Archiv. Hibern., 
III. 264). 

ia is Ua Cineide (modern O‘Kennedy), of the ruling family of 
the two Ormonds. - 

Mackassayn (modern Cashin), a quo Ballygasheen in Upper Ormond, and 
Ui gCaisin (Macconmara’s tuath)in Clare (Onom. Gadel., p. 517). (Cf. Cal. 
Papal Letters, VI. 269 for provision of William Mackassyn in 1411 ; ibid., VII. 
187 for provision of this Cornelius O‘Kennedy, the patron being recited to be 
Walter Birmingham of Tuam diocese. The Berminghams had been in the 
area at the time of the original colonisation by Theobald Walter Butler in the 
early XIII century, but were ejected by the Irish uprising in the XIV century 
(Ibid., VIII. 624; XII. 79, 445). 

Modreeny was an entire rectory, two-thirds being to the rector and one- 
third to the vicar (Civil Survey, p. 285 ; and cf, Theiner, Mon. Vetera &c., 145).

- by the canons of Clare Abbey (de Forgio) (cf. Cal. Papal Letters). For a descrip- 
tion of the ruins, see Westropp, in Proc. RIA, VI. 146. For the priory, see 
Westropp, in Journ. RSAT, (1900), p. 133. (Cf. Cal. Papal Letters, VII. 181, 
—where the name above occurs as Nicholas (son) of Richard Medonis—who 
had a dispensation super defectu natalium—and the provision is described as 
made by the pope ‘under his late reservation of all conventual priories in 
Ireland, void and to be void ' ; ibid. VII. 193—where the parish of Kyllsuagallyd 
(i.e. Kiltoolagh), which adjoins, had its perpetual vicarage attached to the 
priory which is described as ‘impoverished.’ Cf. also ibid. VII. 70; VIII. 
73, 425, 450; X. 360, 556; XI. 303, 438; XII. 138, 181, 288. In the last of 
these entries, the priory is described as ‘St. Augustine's’). For a note on 
Kütoolagh, see Westropp, in Journ.

The castle was the stronghold of the family of Mac Ui Brien Aradh of the 
Clann Brian Ruadh, who crossed the Shannon from Clare after the battle of 
Dysert O'Dea in 1318 (Cazhreim Toirdelbaigh, I. 129). (Cf. Cal. Ormond Deeds, 
1.22; Cal. Papal Letter, X. 450 ; XI. 77, 113; and Annats of Cashel s.a. 1487). 

11 Inisceltra (vid. Onomasticon Gadelicum, p. 462), als Iniscaltra (Ordn.

The 
church dedicated to St. Finghin (Westropp, in Proc. RIA, VI. 148). History 
and description in Journ.

p. 292. Most writers have contented themselves with giving ' Arbutus’ as 
the meaning of the place-name. See Onom. Gadel., p. 316 for many references 
in texts. In medieval times, this was one of the most valuable parish churches 
in Clare and so very many entries in respect of it will be found infra. Originally 
(before 1318) Quin and Bunratty and Tradree were all in the hands of the 
Norman de Clares. The Macconmaras, chiefs. of Clan Cuilein, recovered first 
Quin and, after the battle of Dysert O'Dea in 1318, all their ancient ‘ countrie,’ 
and so we find them in succession acting as parochi in the period covered by 
these annats. For general history of the area, see Caihréim Toirdelbaigh, 
MacNamara Rental (in Proc. RIA, XV, Hardiman Deeds) and Westropp and 
MacNamara in Journ. N. Munster Archaeol. Soc. (1915). Due to the original 
Norman settlement, very many small churches are found in this area, now 
included in the modern unions of Quin, Newmarket-on-Fergus and Sixmile- 
bridge (e.g., Kilmaleery, Kilnasoolagh, Tomfinlogh, Kilkearin, Clonloghan, 
Kilconry, Dromline, Bunratty, Feenagh, Kilmurry na nGall, Kilfinaghta,’ 
Killeely, etc.). 

Okassyn, als Ua Caisin (Onom. Gadel. p. 664), one of the nine tricha ceds of 
Tuadh Mhumha (Hogan, ‘ The Tricha Cet and Related Land Measures,’ in 
‘ Proc. RIA, XXXVIII (1929), 227-8). It comprised. the area covered by the 
parishes of Quin, Tulla, Clooney, Kilraughtis, Kiltoolagh, Templemayley, 
Inchicronan, Kilmurry na nGall and Doora. From Cal. Papal Registers it 
is apparent that Quin was often held in union with Bunratty and Tradree in 
the period covered by these annats, and that the Provision of the rector was 
the occasion of considerable trouble among members of the Clan Macconmara 
who were the lay patrons. (Cf. Cal. Pat. Rolls, Henry II; Henry VII (ed. 
Tresham), I. 96; 49 Edward III (where there is a license to Matthew Mac- 
conmara, a cleric of Killaloe, to go to England causa studendi ; Cal. Papal 
Letters, VI. 129, 256, 367; VII. 350, 352 (bis), 490; VIII. 123, 457 (a papal 
license to the ‘ duke of Clancuilen * to found a Franciscan convent in the ‘ villa 
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Laoniensis diocesis, cuius fructus xx marcarum sterlingorum 
communi extimacione, vacantis per obitum Mathei Macconmara 
extra curiam: collate eidem Rome etc., ii Non. Octobris anno 
septimo. (Divers. Mart. V, 1424-7, fol. 6)

of Cunnych ); IX. 377 (bis), 399; X. 318, 721; XI. 438, 490.; XII. 131, 138, 
139, 352). There are very many interesting entries relating to Quin and 
adjoining parishes and to the Macconmaras, who are at all times described 
as 'of ducal race, in these papers. 

From the Cal. Papal Letters it is apparent that an involved struggle for 
possession of the rectory of Quin at this time was in progress. The relevant 
entries will be found in VII. 350-2; 490. Donaldus and Thateus obtained 
almost identical mandates ordering their provision to Quin in 1424. Subsequently 
Donaldus obtained a further mandate from the pope providing him to the 
parish church of Bunratty (see no. 15) and allowing him to retain Quin and 
hold both together. In 1427 Donaldus, now recited to be rector of Bunratty, 
had a further papal mandate for Quin addressed to the archdeacon of Aghadoe 
in Ardfert and others outside the diocese, it being recited that ' he had no hope 
of obtaining justice in the city and diocese of Killaloe.’ Another Macconmara 
(Dermit) who was recited to have made ' simoniacal entry ' was to be removed 
from Quin. There had been two trials in the locality, for it is recited that ‘in 
the course of long litigation in these parts Donaldus had obtained in proceedings 
against Dermit, two definitive sentences, one for and one against himself.’ 
The previous rectors are recited variously to have been Nicholas and Matthew, 
also Macconmaras, ‘so long dead that the collation had lapsed to the apostolic 
see by the Lateran statutes.’ Donaldus is recited to have studied canon law 
and civil law in non-university places.

Curtis suggests that the form Weyperous or Veperous 
is a corruption of Vadum Petrosum. A parish, now in the union of Silver- 
mines, about three miles south of Nenagh, it was one of the earliest manors of 
the Normans in Ormond, but later fell into the hands of its ancient owners 
the O'Kennedys, in the Irish uprising of the XIV century. The De Marisco 
family (Marreys, Morris, Morrissey) held it in the XIII century (Cal. Ormond 
Deeds, 1; and Brookes, in Journ. RSAI, (1932), etc.). In the parish is 
Traverston, a quo Robert Travers, a Norman cleric, nephew of Geoffrey de 
Marisco the justiciar, whom the latter attempted to intrude as bishop of Killaloe 
in 1218 (Journ. Thomond Archeol. Soc. 1939). It is perhaps worthy of note 
that O'Donovan found a tradition in 1839 connecting the ‘Ford’ with the 
monastery of Holy Cross (see Name Books of the Parish). (Cf. Cal. Papal Letters 
VII. 71, 91, 62 (a mandate of 1424 appropriating the parish church de Vado 
Petroso to Holy Cross abbey, whose resources are said to be ‘ insufficient for 
maintenance and hospitality ’) ; Cal. Ormond Deeds, I. 267, 298; II. 26, 55 
ud En Description of old church in Ordm.

This annat shows 
that Maurice O’Kelly, the previous vicar, had been promoted to a perpetual 
portion in the collegiate church of St. Senan of Iniscathaigh (Scattery), where 
there were twenty-four canons living in community (Cf. Cal. Papal Letters, 
VII. 358 ; VIII. 122; IX. 551). The entry at VII. 358 is the mandate corres- 
ponding to this annat. It shows that Maurice O'Kelly was collated to Inis- 
cathaigh by authority or the ordinary, and had unjustly detained Cnoc for 
more than two years thereafter. Dermot, who is dispensed super defectu 
natalium, had the mandate addressed to the abbot of Corcomroe and others 
as ‘he had no hope of obtaining justice in the city or diocese of

This annat refers to the parish church, and the addition of sive plebanie 
implies that there were termon lands, plebanus being used as an alternative 
to coarb. In this case, the termon was extensive and pertained to the ancient 
diocese of Roscrea called the ‘ church of Cronan,’ absorbed into Killaloe after 
the synod of Kells in 1154. O'Donovan (loc. cit.) gives a list of coarbs of Cronan, 
the last of whom died in 1168. The termon lands were originally very much 
more extensive, but in the XIII century, Conor O’Heyne, bishop of Killaloe, 
parted with some of them to the justiciar to enable him to build the castle of 
Roscrea (Vide my paper on the diocese of Killaloe in this century in Journ. 
Thomond Archeol. Soc., 1939). It will be noted that the fruits were much 
larger than in most of the other parishes (36 marks=£24) (Cf. Annats of 
Ireland, 1 (Ulster), 13,279, and passim, for plebania ; also Seymour, ‘ The Co- 
arb in the Irish Church,’ in Proc. RIA,’ (1933), p. 219 ff). Cal. Papal Letters, 
VII. 486, gives the complementary mandate for this annat. It describes the 
benefice as ‘the rectory or plebania of Rosgre ' and the deceased Thomas Bar 
as its ‘rector or plebanus’ The prior and community (0.s. aug.) of St. John 
the Baptist (of Nenagh) had unlawfully detained it for more than ten years 
and were to be removed. It is said to be of lay patronage, doubtless that of 
‘the Butlers who had obtained the manor of Roscrea in the XIII century on 
its transfer from the bishop of Killaloe to the king. This patronage will explain 
the intrusion of the Nenagh canons, whose foundation was also due to the Butlers.

I have not found 
it elsewhere, and the parish is not mentioned in Cal. Papal Letters, where, how 
ever, Dysert is invariably called Disert Molacalla (Cf. Hogan, in Proc. RIA 
XXXVIII (1929) 229). 

Ocuynd is the modern Quinn, an ancient stock of this area.

p. 603 ff. There is an Extent of the manor of Donkeryn in the Red Book of 
Ormond (Ir. MSS. Comm.), p. 147. The bishop of Killaloe had one mark 
annually therefrom. In Cal. Papal Letters, V1. 32 (1405), it is set out in a 
mandate to the prior of Monaincha that Donal O’Bannin, priest of Killaloe, 
had fetitioned that the perpetual vicarage of Fyndglasse ‘and the chapels 
dependent on that church of Dunkaeryn and Anach ' were so long void that 
the cause was unknown, and he prayed a collation. The parochus of Dunkerrin, 
Dermit Odublaney (Delaney) counter-petitioned that ‘ there never was a parish 
church named Fyndglasse but only a certain chapel so called, annexed to the 
prebend of Ballochakyn (Lockeen) in Killaloe diocese,’ and that the church 
of Dunkerrin depended on no other parish church. Cal. Papal Letters, VII. 
573 is the complementary mandate for this annat. i 1 

Cornelius Macgillapoyl (modern Guilfoyle, an ancient family of the Cianachta 
of Eli) is rehabilitated on account of having detained Duncaeryn for more 


‘than a year without being ordained. He is recited to be ‘of noble race.” (Cf. 


Cal. Papal Letters, VIII. 5). 


35 Kyllfynnatan. In the form here given, this may be either of the adjoin- 
ing parishes of Kilfinaghta (Ordn. Surv.), now better known as Ballysheen, 
or Kilfintinain (Ordn. Surv.), als Kilfintenan. Both are in the area in and 
around the modern union of Sixmilebridge in Clare. The entry relates most 
probably to the former, for, despite Westropp’s assertion to the contrary (p. 
152), the latter is and always has been in the diocese of Limerick (e.g., Taxation - 
of 1302, Bishop O’Dea’s Taxation (in Black Book of Limerick), 1615 Visitation, 
etc.), and is now comprised in the parish of Cratloe. The diocesan boundary

This annat relates to the Augustinian house here (and in Cal. Papal Letters) 
called ‘ Beatae Mariae Fontis Vivi,’ on which no monograph appears to have 
been written, and which appears to have succeeded the famous monastic in- 
stitute of St. Ruadhan. Some writers have confused this house with a non- 
existent Franciscan convent. The other large ruin there was the Dominican 
priory founded by the de Burgos in 1269. That the Stowe Missal—written in 
Ruadhan’s foundation—was preserved for a time in this house, there can be 
little doubt. 

It is interesting, moreover, to find in this annat mention of a prior Florence 
Ogebelan ; for Oengus MacOengobann, author of our earliest martyrology 
(Kenney, Sources for the early History of Ireland, I (Ecclesiastical). 479 ff) was 
possibly of the family of hereditary historians to the O’ Kennedys of that name 
which is now modernised in Ormond to Guinane; and his grandfather was 
Oiblen (Kenney, op. cit., 471). (Cf, Cal, Papal Letters, VIII. 5; IX. 351, 375

Formerly there were termon lands, 
mentioned elsewhere in these annats, consisting of eighteen quarters; and 
in 1585 it was called Tarmonigrady (Compossicion Book of Connaught (Ir. MSS. 
Comm.),p. 7), from the family of coarbs who enjoyed the fruits. Cal. Papal Letters, 
VIII. 1, relates to this annat, and records that Nicholas O'Grady has been 
collated by the ordinary without dispensation super defectu natalium.

The 
mention of the ‘perpetual benefice of Tymorlogy' raises some interesting 
possibilities, but it cannot be identified with any confidence. It is not men- 
tioned in Westropp, nor in any of the texts. From the value of the fruits, 
it was apparently of little note. In the lakes adjoining Drumline are remains 
of several crannogs, including one large one in Fenloe, to which this reference 
may perhaps refer. It can hardly refer to the adjoining ‘ Tuaim Fionlocha ” 
_(Tomfinlough) of AFMasters, s.a. 844, although the form of this parish church 
in the Taxation of 1302 (viz. Thonmynlocha) suggests a comparison. (See 
no. 100 infra).

There has always been an academic dispute as to whether the island more 
properly belongs to the diocese of Limerick or Killaloe, but actually it has 
continually been regarded as belonging to Killaloe. (See paper on Iniscathaigh 
in Journ. Thomond Archeol. Soc. (1940)). In the setting up of diocesan admin- 
istrations in the XII century, Iniscathaigh became a collegiate church with 
twenty-four secular canons (capellani), who resided in community on the island, 
and were supported each by his own portion. The revenues came from termons 
on the mainland, which seem to have been situated in at least four dioceses, 
Killaloe, Limerick, Ardfert and Cloyne. The cure was exercised by vicars. 
The setting up of the collegiate church is recorded ad futuram rei memoriam 
in Cal. Papal Letters, V. 271: ‘a confirmation at the petition of prior John 
Ohogani and the chapter and perpetual canons of the secular and collegiate 
church major of Iniskathi St. Senan in the diocese of Killaloe, of the immemorial 
foundation of the said church by certain devout nobles of these parts, in honour 
of God, St. Mary the Virgin, and the said saint ; of its subsequent erection into 
a collegiate church, and of its endowment for a prior and twenty-four perpetual 
chaplains, with lands, glebes, meadows, pastures, fisheries and other goods.’ 

Two bishops were provided to ‘ Cathadensis’ in the XIV and early XV 
centuries, apparently in error; but neither of them succeeded in exercising 
jurisdiction. i 

The offices in the collegiate church were those of prior and sacrist, and there 
are very many mentions of the house in Cal. Papal Letters. (Cf. Cal. Papal 
Petitions, I. 461; Theiner, Monumenta Vetera éec. 324; Cal. Papal Letters 
VII. 100, 110, 163, 358, 401, 441, 481, 571; VIII. 96, 98, 123, 425, 454; IX. 3, 
290, 295, 520, 531, 544, 549 (bis), 551, 582; X. 632, 718; XI. 350, 356, 408, 
490 ; XII. 82, 94, 96, 143, 202, 290, 479, 595, 662). For purposes of comparison, 
see papers connected with the establishment of a collegiate church in the diocese * 
of Clonmacnoise by the bishop, and an appropriation in aid thereof (Cal. Papal 
Letters, XII. 51), and an account of the collegiate church at Westbury (Ibid. 
XI. 229 ff). It is to be noted that there was (and is) in the diocesan chapter 
of Killaloe a canonry and prebend of Iniscatlfaigh, which is not to be confused 
with the collegiate church on the island itself. È

The patron is St. Tola of 
Clonard (f 753). Bishop Cornelius O'Dea, was a native of this district. He 
became archdeacon of Killaloe and, in 1400, bishop of Limerick. He resigned 
his see in 1426 and apparently returned to his native parish (Begley, Diocese 
of Limerick, I. 241 ff). Before his ordination he was provided to this parish 
and obtained a dispensation super defectu natalium ; he was also provided to 
Kilfarboy and Kilkeedy. In that year he was made archdeacon of Killaloe 
by the pope. He was then a subdeacon and a bachelor of canon law, and had 
studied civil law for three years (Cal. Papal Letters, IV. 473). In 1400 (Ibid. 
V. 307-8) complaints lodged against him by Donatus MacEgan that he had 
not resigned his offices and benefices on becoming bishop-elect of Limerick 
were declared unfounded, and Donatus was condemned in the costs. Previously 
he had had a grant to hold the archdeaconry of Killaloe in commendam with 
this parish of Dysert and with the bishopric ‘on account of the small value 
of his see.” He was then, as this annat and the covering mandate (Cal. Papal 
Letters, VIII. 402) show, allowed to hold for life this rectory after his resigna- 
tion of the bishopric, ‘together with its annexed chapel of Athdrum” (rectius 
Aughrim). Dysert was, and still is, a titular canonry and prebend of Killaloe. 
The vicar in 1458 was Matthew Ogriffa, who is recited to have lectured publicly 
in the faculty of canon law for four years in the university of Oxford and for 
four years in Ireland. Ogriffa was provided to the see of Killaloe in 1463.

There is no 
corresponding item in the Papal Letters. The grantee may be the William 
Oconyr, treasurer of Limerick and member of the papal court who died at 
Genazzano in the reign of Martin V according to Cal.

Trim, Tyone) it may have been dedicated originally to the Baptist, for a Limerick 
hospital of St. John, which would appear to be this house, is mentioned in the 
middle of the XIII century in the Register of the Hospital of St. John the Baptist, 
Dublin, Y. 562. That the Limerick House kept the Baptist's feast with special 
honour is clear from a document dated 1443 in Cal. Papal Letters, IX. 332, 
which mentions damage to the church by tidal flooding ; the Letters also throw 
light on the work of the Hospital (cf. no. 53”). The mandate for the priorship 
to Walter Hackett, priest of Emly diocese, appears as unfinished and cancelled 
in Cal. Papal Letters, VIII. 75. His resignation is mentioned in 1435 and again 
in 1457 (Cal. VIII. 566; XI. 293). For Fitzadan see no. 15n. 


?1St. Catherine's Nunnery for Canonesses (Mainistir na gCailleach) at 
Old Abbey, two miles east of Shanagolden, has been described by Begley, I. 
374-7 ; Westropp, no. 134 ; and in a joint paper by Wardell and Westropp in 
Journ. RSAI, 1904. Since these accounts appeared the circumstances of the 


suppression of the house on the representations of the patron, James, earl of 


Desmond, have been published in Cal. Papal Letters, VIII. 400. The nunnery 
held the neighbouring rectory of Dunmoylan—Dun Maoilin, in 4 FMast., a. 
1580—of which the Proxy Roll of 1418 says: Ecclesia de Downmoylin cuius 
vector moniales et habet vicarium ex presentacione. (Cf. Westropp, no. 149). Most 
of the territory of Dunmoylan is included in the present parishes of Coolcappa 
and Loughil. The revenues of the nunnery were used to endow a rectory 
' to which Amhlaoibh (Aulavus) O Loingsigh, a canon of Killaloe, ‘by both 
parents of noble race, was appointed; in annat no. 29 he is appointed pre- 
centor. He had been originally a cleric of Limerick diocese, had studied cangn 
and civil law for four years at Oxford, and had been dispensed super defectu 
nat. (Cal. Papal Letters, VI. 278; VIII. 454).

DOCUMENTS OF THE 
IRISH COLLEGES AT DOUAI 
Edited by FR. BRENDAN JENNINGS, O.F.M. 


HE following documents were transcribed at the Archives 
Générales du Royaume at Brussels, and they relate to 
three Irish Colleges which existed at one time or another 

in the University town of Douai. The best known of these 
is of course the Irish College properly so called, which came 
into existence at a time of supreme need for the church in 
Ireland, and supplied the country with several bishops and 
many priests down to the time of the French Revolution, when 
it shared the fate of so many other ecclesiastical institutions. 
The documents give us some idea of the difficulties under which 
it was founded, and of the hard struggle maintained by its 
early rectors to preserve its existence and independence. 
Spanish help was always readily promised to Irish ecclesiastical 
exiles, and there can be no question of the good faith and the 
intense catholic spirit which prompted the Spanish monarchs 
and their representatives in their dealings with any Irish cleric 
who applied to them for relief. But unfortunately the treasury 
in the Low Countries appears to have been either almost always 
empty or nearly so, and hence incapable of paying out even 
the relatively small grants for which it was liable. As these 
documents show, the Irish College at Douai, in its early days 
at least, was sometimes forced to have recourse to ordinary 
begging for alms from the ecclesiastical authorities of the country, 
and as these were often called upon for help from other quarters, 
we may question whether the weight of their response was 
ever very considerable. The lot of such men as Nicholas Aylmer 
was not to be envied. 

The other two colleges mentioned are the small and hitherto 
unknown foundation which was under the care of Gelasius 
Lurcanus, a secular priest, and that of the Irish Cistercians. 
The existence of both was ephemeral, and nothing more appears 
to be known of them than may be gathered from the few frag- 
ments here produced. Further research however may show that

the Douai establishment was responsible for the Irish Cistercian 
revival in the early years of the 17th century. It is not likely 
that the Brussels Archives will yield up anything of further 
interest about any of the three colleges, as during a search which 
extended over some eighteen months and covered every likely 
source, nothing further could be found concerning any of them 
—though the results were excellent as regards some other matters 
of Irish interest. The student of the history of Ireland at Douai 
may be more fortunate in an examination of the Archives of 
that town.!
